The South Simcoe Police and 
Bradford Legion Colour Parties led 
Tuesday's celebration of National 
Peacekeepers’ Day in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury. 

It was the 11th year that the flag of 
the United Nations has been raised 
in Bradford, honouring Peacekeep¬ 


ers and Peacemakers. In 2008, Brad¬ 
ford resident and veteran of United 
Nations Peacekeeping, G. Michael 
Comeau was instrumental in persuad¬ 
ing the Council of the day to recognize 
Peacekeepers, 3 years before the fed¬ 
eral government proclaimed August 9 
as a day of National recognition 
This year’s ceremony was held at 
the Bradford West Gwillimbury Lei¬ 
sure Centre, on Brian Collier Way, 


honouring “Peacekeepers, Peace¬ 
makers, Peace support... and Brad¬ 
ford's hero, Sapper Brian Collier," 
who gave his life in Afghanistan in 
2010, Comeau said. 

Father Dan Graves, the Legion’s 
Padre, led prayers for all who have 
served in the Armed Forces and 
on Peacekeeping missions around 
the world, calling on everyone to 
“remember comrades who gave their 


lives for peace,” and on residents of 
Bradford to "continue to remember 
Sapper Brian Collier.” 

Fern Taillefer, President of 
CAVUNP (Canadian Association of 
Veterans of U.N. Peacekeeping) Cen¬ 
tral Ontario Chapter, noted that Col¬ 
lier “loved his role in the military, 
loved Canada, loved Bradford.”

Members of Collier's fam¬ 
ily attended the ceremony, and 
mother Carol Collier thanked 
CAVUNP and the Legion for 
the "beautiful and moving trib¬ 
ute. Itwasfium this community 
that our hero was bom.” She 
also called on the Legion to add 
the War in Afghanistan to the 
cenotaph in front of the Legion, 
in recognition of a lengthy war 
that took 158 Canadian lives, to 
be “etched in our history as it is 
in in our hearts... Apermanent 
etching in stone.” 

The Colliers then helped 
Taillefer raise the United 
Nations flag. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Rob Keffer, offidallypro- 
daiming Aug. 3-9 as National 
Peacekeepers Week, noted that 
approximately 125,000 Canadi¬ 
ans have served in peace-keep¬ 
ing missions around the world; 
116 have given their lives. "It's 
important to remember the 


contributions Canadians have 
made. I think it's part of the 
Canadian identity,” Keffer said. 
"We have to remember the sac¬ 
rifices of these people and their 
families.” 

August 9 has been desig¬ 
nated National Peacekeep¬ 
ers Day to mark the greatest 
single loss of life in a peace¬ 
keeping effort. On August 9, 
1974, Syrian forces shot down 
a UN plane as it approached 
Damascus International Air¬ 
port, killing all nine Canadian 
Peacekeepers on board. 

Also attending the ceremony 
were members of BWG Coun¬ 
cil, federal liberal candidate for

ment Julia Munro. "It only takes

“It 
takes everybody to make peace."

Southlake gets green light for residential hospice 


Newmarket - The Province 
of Ontario has given South- 
lake Regional Health Cen¬ 
tre permission to issue a ten- 

10-bed residential hospice, 
to be located on Queen St. in 
Newmarket. 

"Currently, there are a lim¬ 
ited number of hospice beds 
available in... York Region to 
care for a growing number of 
patients in the end stages of 
life," said Dr. Dave Williams, 
hospital president and CEO. 
“Bringing additional resi¬ 


dential hospice care to the 
region will provide patients 
and their family members 
with access to 24/7 sup¬ 
port in a setting specifically 
designed to meet their needs.” 
The new facility will serve res¬ 
idents of both York Region 
and South Simcoe County, 
providing a comfortable 
home like environment for 
approximately 250 patients 
each year, suffering from ter¬ 
minal conditions that include 
cancer, congestive heart fail¬ 
ure, Alzheimer's Disease 


and Parkinson's, providing 
access to specialized care for 
pain and symptom manage¬ 
ment as weU as psychologi¬ 
cal, emotional and spiritual 
support for both patients and 
families. 

The provincial approval 
does not include funding. 
The initiative is a “100 per 
cent community-funded 
endeavour," noted Neila Pos- 
cente, president and CEO of 
the Southlake Foundation. A 
$12 million “love lives here” 
campaign has been launched 


to fund all capital expenses 
associated with the project, 
including furnishing the hos¬ 
pice. The funds will also help 
cover operational costs for the 
first three years once the hos¬ 
pice opens, as early as 2017. 

Southlake is taking the lead 
during construction and will 
retain ownership of the land 
and building; however, the 
hospice will be governed and 
operated as an independent 
corporation.

Calling on the 
province to 
rein in rates

Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury Council voted to sup¬ 
port a resolution, put for¬ 
ward by North Stormont 
and endorsed by the Town 
of New Tecumseth, calling 
on the Province to address 
concerns over rising elec¬ 
tricity rates and their 
impact on manufacturing, 

ordinary families. 

The resolution, launched 
by North Stormont, notes 
that the cost of electricity is 
10 cents per kWh for manu¬ 
facturing, and 18 cents per 
kWh for farms in Ontario - 
while in neighbouring U.S. 
states like New York and 
Ohio, industrial users pay 
7 cents per kWH and farm¬ 
ers under 9 cents per kWh. 
Electricity prices are also 
substantially lower in Que¬ 
bec and Manitoba - under 
6 cents per kWh for indus¬ 
trial, and under 9 cents 
per kWh for farm user; the 
resolution calls Ontario's 
rates a barrier to economic 
recovery. 

Councillor Gary Lamb, 
who once served on Brad¬ 
ford's Public Utility Com¬ 
mission blamed Progres¬ 
sive Conservative MPP 
Jim Wilson and the former 
Harris Government for 
adopting “the ENRON 
model for Ontario.” 

In an impassioned 


speech, Lamb noted that 
the provincial govern¬ 
ment of the day turned 

lie hydro “topsy turvy.” 
He pointed out that before 
Public Utilities were forced 
to become for-profit distri¬ 
bution companies, “most 
of Hydro was debt-free, 
except for Generation.” 
Since then, “the rates have 
been put out of the hands 
of government... My bill 
went from $80 a month, 
to $160 a month the next 
year. They put profit into 
power for the people. 
Profit trumped service to 
the residents of Ontario.” 

Lamb supported the 
resolution, telling fel¬ 
low Councillors, "We 
have lost control of pub¬ 


ic pow 


... We h; 


n of public power for 
90 years, and then all 
of a sudden it became 
about profit and taxes.” 

greeted with applause 
from the public attending 
the August 4 meeting. 

“We've got to support 
this. We’ve got to support 
our residents,” said Dep¬ 
uty Mayor James Leduc. 
"We’re losing job oppor¬ 
tunities in manufacturing 
because we can't be com¬ 
petitive.”

Real Senate 
Reform 


N ot by attrition 

We had planned to 
write about the joys of summer, 
and hitting the half-way point 
on summer break, or perhaps 
the lasting impact of the Pan 
Am Games, as an inspiration 
for young athletes - or the blow 
to Ontario’s economy delivered 
by the provincial government, 
which has made electricity rates 
non-competitive and close to 
unaffordable for businesses, 
agriculture and families. 

Those topics will have to wait. 
Once again, we find ourselves 
drawn to write about Stephen 
Harper’s federal government, 
responding to what we can only 
feel is yet another ill-considered 
decision. 

We’ll keep it short: Mr. Harper, 
simply refusing to appoint senators 
does not constitute Senate Reform. 
All you are doing is leaving 
portions of the country without the 
representation to which they are 
entitled under the constitution. 

And dumping the blame back 
on the provinces, by stating that 
the moratorium on appointments 
will “force the provinces to come 


up with a comprehensive reform... 
or abolish” the senate does not 
resolve or eliminate the scandalous 
behaviour of Conservative 
senators who brought a new level 
of entitlement to their positions, 
or eliminate questions about the 
role of the PMO’s office and Nigel 
Wright in handing Senator Duffy a 
$90,000 cheque to repay dubious 
expenses, or provide direction for 
those senators who continue to 
serve in the upper house. 

It is unfortunate that over the 
past 9 years in office you did not 
call a meeting of the Premiers, to 
open the dialogue on the promised 
Senate reform. To reform the 
Senate, approval of 7 provinces 
representing 50% of the population 
is required. To abolish the 
senate, the provinces must agree 
unanimously. That's the law. 

And legislation also requires you, 
Mr. Harper, to fill vacancies in the 
Senate in a timely fashion. It would 
have been nice if you, as Prime 
Minister, stopped thumbing your 
nose at the constitution, and started 
upholding it. 

We can only hope the issue of 
Senate Reform becomes part of the 
Election debate.

From July 2 to August 31, 2015, the Town of Bradford West

mosquito larvae (immature mosquitoes) in standing water in 
order to prevent their development into potential carriers of 
West Nile virus. The program will be carried out in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury and includes subdivisions of Golfview, 
Kilkenny Trail and Foster’s Forest and Emery Estates 


The larvicide (Altosid Pellets PCP#21809, pellet formulation) 
and (Mosquiron 0.12CRD PCP#31079,) will be applied by 
direct hand application to catch basins of storm drains in the 
following area 8th Line to 6th Line and Holland River to Sideroad 
10 & subdivisions noted above. 

The larvicide (Altosid Methoprene PCP#21809,) is a registered 
larvicide approved for use by the federal government. This 
application will be carried out by Ministry of the Environment 
and Climate Change licensed applicators or trained technicians.

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TOWN OF BWG OPEN-AIR 
BURNING BY-LAW 

Please be aware that recreational backyard 
fires (“Open Air Burning”) in BWG is allowed 
only with a permit, and that permits will 
only be issued if you meet all of the criteria. 

To apply for a permit, drop in to the BWG Fire 
Station at 75 Melbourne Drive and fill out the 
form. This must be done in person and fees 
are accepted in cash only. If you are a tenant/ 
renter, the property owner must submit the 
application, or complete an authorization 
form allowing a tenant to apply. 

There are two types of recreational fire permits. 
If you have a wood-burning appliance (such 
as a chiminea) you need an annual permit, 
which costs $10. If you are planning an 
open-air fire in a fire pit or burn barrel, you 
need a daily ($10) or weekly ($20) permit.

The best way to learn 
about the natural world is to 
experience it, first hand. 

That’s what ZooTek is all 
about. 

The Innisfil company 
brings its exotic reptiles, 
birds and other animals to 
public venues, inviting kids 
and adults to get up-close 
and personal with creatures 
like the Blue-Tongued Skink, 
Indian Leopard Gecko, and 
Honduran Milk Snake. 

Owner Doug Grabin- 
sky understands the role of 
experience, and humour, 
in education. Kids learn to 
be gentle when they touch 
lizards and snakes, warned 
that if they are too rough, 
they may trigger a common 
defensive reaction in rep¬ 
tiles: “They'll poo.” 

They learn that the 
Komodo Dragon is the larg¬ 
est monitor lizard on earth 

- then meet its smaller, 
friendlier, non-poisonous 
cousin, the African Savanna 
Monitor. 

They learn that brightly 
coloured creatures are often 
poisonous, from monarch 
butterflies to coral snakes 
and South American tree 
frogs - but that harmless 

bright patterns, as a form of 
protection. 

They’ll have the oppor¬ 
tunity to touch snakes - 
learning, along the way, 
that any snake that has 

other snakes, and that the 
Reticulated Python is the 
biggest snake known on 
earth, growing to a length 

And with ZooTek’s 146 
animal “educators” they'll 
remember what they’ve 
learned. 

. The Blue-Tongued Skink 
doesn’t lay eggs, but gives 
birth to a live baby lizard - at 
the most, twins.

Simcoe Pride Week is July 
31 to August 8 in Simcoe 
County. 

To mark Simcoe Pride 
Week, the rainbow flag 
was raised in honour of the 
LGBTA (lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgendered and 
allied) community, at loca¬ 
tions that included Bradford 
West Gwillimbury on luly 31. 

Simcoe Pride, an organi¬ 
zation launched in 2012 to 
promote a safe and inclusive 
Simcoe County, explains that 
the colours of the flag repre¬ 
sent not only the diversity 
of the LGBTA community, 
but its values - red for life, 
orange for healing, yellow 
for sunlight, blue for seren¬ 
ity and harmony, purple for 
spirit. The Pride Week proc¬ 
lamation and flying of the 
rainbow flag honour the lives 
and contributions of people 
of all sexual orientations and 
gender identities throughout 
Simcoe County. 

Chair of Simcoe Pride, J. 
Andrew Baker joined Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Rob Keffer and mem¬ 
bers of the community in 
raising the flag at the Brad¬ 
ford courthouse. 


“This is the fourth year of 
Simcoe Pride," Baker said, not¬ 
ing that the rainbow flag has 
been raised by other groups as 
early as 2007 - and that Brad¬ 
ford was one of the first com¬ 
munities to fly the flag. 

“Our theme this year is 
“Freedom to Be”... It’s very 
much about human rights, 
it’s about inclusion, it's about 
equality,” Baker said, noting 
that every year, the support 
within the county has grown.

• Plan outdoor activities 
during the cooker parts of 
the day, and take frequent 
breaks in the shade - where 


temperatures can be as much 
as 5 degrees C cooler. When 
you take a break from work, 
remove your gear, to let your 
body cool off, and drink lots 
of water. 

• Take cool baths or showers. 

• Keep your home cool 
by turning off indoor lights, 
closing curtains or blinds to 
block out the sun, and using 
an air conditioner. If you 
don't have air conditioning, 
you might want to go to an 
official or unofficial “cooling 
centre” during the peak tem¬ 
peratures - including librar¬ 
ies, recreation centres, and

Man and son saved after catamaran flips over in Lake Simcoe 


(Innisfil) A tragedy w 
averted on Lake Simcoe 
Thursday afternoon, July 30, 
thanks to the quick actions 
of an off-duty York Regional 
Police officer. 

Around 1:30 p.m., a man and 
his two teenaged sons were 
boating on Kempenfelt Bay. 

The catamaran they were 
operating flipped over in 
rough water near the 30th 
Sideroad, throwing all three 
people into the Lake. One of 
the teens was able to swim 
back to the overturned boat, 
but the other teen and his 
father drifted away from the 


boat in the rough conditions. 
The off-duty officer, who was 
boating in the same area, 
noticed the overturned vessel 
and was able to assist the 
teen clinging to the capsized 
boat. The officer learned that 
the father and brother had 
been thrown from the boat 
and were missing, and called 
for marine assistance from 
South Simcoe Police and 
York Regional Police. While 
waiting for help to arrive, the 
off-duty officer began his own 
search and located the two 
people in the water over half a 
km. from where the boat had 


capsized. According to n 
operators, the waves on Lake 
Simcoe were between 3 and 
4 feet high at the time; the 
pair had been floating in the 
water for 45 minutes before 
help arrived - a reminder of 
the importance of wearing life 
jackets at all times. Had the 
boaters not been wearing their 
life-jackets, the outcome may 
have been tragic. 

Pedestrian killed by train 

(Innisfil) On July 30th 
shortly before 6 p.m., South 
Simcoe Police were called to 
the GO Train line, south of Line 


9 in the Town of Innisfil for 
a fatality that had occurred 
involving a pedestrian and 
a northbound GO Train. 

Based on a joint investigation 
conducted by South Simcoe 
Police, GO Transit Safety 
& Security and the Office 
of then Chief Coroner, the 
investigation is not being 
considered suspicious. The 
name of the deceased is not 
being released. South Simcoe 
Police would like to thank 
all of the passengers on the 
train for their patience and 
understanding during this 
tragic event.
